Bon Jovi were formed after Jon released a solo single called "Runaway" 

which was a small hit in New Jersey (the group's home town). Needing a group to 

back him he picked his favourite members of local bands and came up with Richie 

Sambora (guitar), Tico Torres (drums), Dave Bryan (keyboards) and Alec John Such 

(bass). The Jovi spend practically all of their days "оп the road" and describe 


themselves as "а brotherhood".

Not much is known about the "legend" that is 

Whitney Houston because she's a bit of a pop 

recluse, but here are the facts: ж Her last No 1, “I 
Wanna Dance With Somebody (Who Loves Me)" carries the 
distinction of being the ninth longest title of a song to reach 
the chart top spot in history! ж She always has terribly 
original album titles. Her last LP was called "Whitney" and 
the one before that was entitled “Whitney Houston" but that 
didn't stop "Whitney" from entering both the US and UK 
charts at No 1 in the same week - the first LP ever to do 
that, in fact! ж When she was a nipper, Whitney's nickname 
was "Nippy". Both her mum (Cissy) and her auntie (Dionne 
Warwick) were famous singers too! 


Originally, INXS consisted of 
«7 justthe Farriss brothers and 

So that's what they called 
themselves. Then they got their 
School chum Michael in and changed 
their name to The Vegetables. 
Thankfully they hit upon the name 
INXS and their present line up: Tim, 
Andrew and Jon Farriss, Gary 
Beers, Kirk Pengilly and Michael 
Hutchence. They became immensely 
famous, in Australia as early as 1983 
but it wasn'tuntil 1987 that their LP 
“Kick” got into the British charts and 
they started having hits.
